Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to If an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner and Mr. Polyn conducted a telephonic interview to 
more clearly state the Examiner's position with regard to the instant claims. The Examiner failed to see where the 
AREDS study provided by applicants demonstrated the combination of zinc and copper and therefore maintain his 
position that language defining why copper was used with zinc was needed to place the claims in conditions for 
allowance. Mr. Polyn pinpointed the passages of the study that state that the zinc component includes the copper In a 
particular amount. The Examiner recognized this point and better understood applicants' position. Within this 
discussion two points were made readily apparent. First, the dosage was administered on a daily basis, either as a 
single dosage form or multiple dosage forms, one tablet twice a day (for a total of two) or two tabets twice a day (for a 
total of 4 tablets). The Examiner pointed out this distinction and Mr. Polyn agreed that the claims would need to be 
amended to better define the composition. Second, the Examiner noted that the compositions defined in the 
Specification contained either 0.4 mg of copper or 0.8 mg of copper and these compositions were administered either 
In 4 tablets or 2 tablets, respectively. These figures were not the equivalent of approximately the RDA of copper which 
is 2 mg. Therefore, it was suggested that the independent claims be amended to reflect that the minimum dosaae is at 
least 1.6 mg. 
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
